The Holy Ghoſt by the Mouth of Solomon in the 
17, Ch. of Proverbs, v. 26. has laid, 


To puniſh the Juſt # not good, nor to ftrike Princes 
for Equity. 


JOVERNMENT is a thing of 
that mighty Conſequence to the 
Ger Fi univerſal benefit of Mankind, that 
DSE< the good Spirit of God which firſt 

moved upon the Face of the Deep, and brought all 
things out of Darkneſs and Confuſion into 
Light and. Order being the firſt Author of it; 

and looking upon himſelt oblig'd co take care 

of his own Handywork, has through the whole 

\ Scriptures (thoſe Ee of Life and ps”

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- "of Immortality ) diſcover'd a very great con-

cern for the peace and ſecurity of it. Not one 
Book ſcarce amongſt thoſe holy Records but 
preaches that juſt Obedience which Subjects 
ought to pay to thoſe Powers and Principalities 
that are ordained of God, and which is recom- 
mended as the Author of long Life and all the 
bleſlings of it : whilſt Reſiſtance to Authority 
is repreſented black and diſmal eyen the Pa- 
rent of Damnation. So much care has God ta. 
ken to recommend effectually to our Eſteem 
and PraRice the Grace of Obedience, and to 
render the fin of Reſiſtance the Object of our 
Hatred. | 

Yet notwithſtanding this care, the Devil of 
Rebellion has too often and too ſucceſsfull 
transform'd it ſelf into an Angel of light, even to the 
deteiving of thole that fondly Rile *emlelves the 
very Ele: and by addrefling to the Malice 
and Revenge of ſome ,- to the Ambition and 
Covetoulneſs of others, has gain'd many Proſe- 
lyrtes; and led Legions againſt their natural 


Soveraigns, as once its old Father the Devil a- © 


gainſt his Maker. 
But it has been always the endeavour of pru- 
dent Governours to fortifie/ their Subjects a- 


gainſt this Do&rin of Devils : and accordingly we 
find 
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| C-US; 
find all thoſe Sacred Penmen, that were ho- 
nour'd with Soveraign Authority, very indu- 
ftrious to propagate the wholſom precepts of 
Submiſſion : as I might inſtance in Moſes and 
in Joſhua, in Samuel and in David, as well as in 
Solomon. Nor can their Authority ſurely be ex- 
cepred againſt as partial, ſince God has ſo much 
ſhare in it as to own that All Scripture was given 2 Tim. z. 16. 
by Inſpiration from bim, of which the Proverbs 
are a part. 
In theſe you cannot expect much connexion, 
but many excellent Rules of Life certainly has 
this wiſeſt of Mankind giv'n us by the Spirit of 
God : and amongſt the reſt, of Government on 
one hand and Subjeion on the other ; he often 
provides for the Honour and Majeſty of the 
Prince, nor does he forget the Subjects caſe and 
happineſs, which will be chiefly owing to ths 
conſcientious diſcharge of his own private Duty, 
4 in fearing the Lord and the King and not medling with c. 14. 21. 
them that are given to Change : and in my Text ad- 
dreſſes himlelf both to the Prince, and to the 
People, telling the one that to puniſh the Juſt is 
not good, and the other, that neither is it good 
to ſtrike Princes for Equity. 
 Whereourlaſt Engliſh Tranſlation has done 
very conſiderable Right tothe Original. beyond

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any that went before it in what Language ſoe- 
ver : andthe uſual acceptation of the word E- 
quity with us, which claims a Right to regulate 
ſome things, which the ſtrict Letter of the Law 
is not impower'd to do, makes it very ſignifi- 
cant.

times retains it's primary ſignification of Liberal. 
and Magnificent, is here and elſewhere in the

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ſtruck at ( he ſays) for our own ſafety : and 
Lyra expounds Striking by Killing, and inftances 
in 1/mae/'s murder of Gedaliah Supream Gover- 
nour in Judah under Nebuchadnezzar, though not 
a formal King ; for which he is ſeverely con- 
demn'd by the Holy Ghoſt : the whole ſtory of Jerem. 4c. 
which Tragedy is appointed by our Church to 
be read upon the Anniverſary Faſt of our late 
King's Martyrdom. Though Striking does natu- 
_ rally extendto all lefler acts of Vion - and 
the Prohibition of it may even lay a reſtraint 
upon the Tongue as well as the Sword, and not 
give us leave 2 much as to peak evil of Digni- 
| ties or of the Ruler of our People. 
Having ſaid thus much cowards the explain. 
ing of the Text, I may from thence obſerve. 


1. The Obligation of a Prince to proteFt his good 
Subje&s, and to puniſh only the Bad. 

2. The Duty of the Subjeft to pay a loyal and 
bumble Obedience to his Prince without any At- 


| fempts of Reſiſtance. 


Or if you have a mind to take it in the modern 
Stile. Here are-two things adjuſted by Solomon, 
which Some in our days are unwilling ſhould 


agree, and Others ſay they never can 
| Ez. 
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The Priviledg of the People, and the Preroga- 
tive of the Prince. The Liberties of the Sub- 
je, and the Rights of the Crown. 

The Liberties of the SubjefF, That they ought 
not to be unjuſtly puniſh'd, but to have their 
Lives and Properties ſecur'd ; The Rights of the 
Crown, That it ought not co be ſtruck atupon 
any Pretenſions of Equity. 

Of theſe in their Order, and firſt of 
The. Privileds of the' People, or the Obli- 
gation of a Prince to prote&# his good Subjefts, 
and puniſh onely the bad, Which mult ſup- 

pole a Power in him ſufficient for the dil- 

charge of both. . Becauſe Government being 

liable to be diſturb'd by wicked Men, *cis im- 

poliible the welfare of the Publick can be le- 

cur'd without a ſufficient Authority lodg'd in 
the handsof the Supream Magiſtrate,and thence 
communicated to the Subordinate to inflict 

Puniſhment upon the Offender according to 

the nature of his Crime: which the more dettru- 

ctive influence it has upon the Government,the 
more levere and exemplary is the Penalty. 

And thus we find Eſra commillion'd by Artax- 

erxes to execute Judzment upon hun, who would not 

obey the Laws of God and: the Laws of the King, to 

Confiſcation of Goeds,or  Impriſonment, to Baniſhment 

or Death. For

For notwithſtanding *cwas one of the Opi. 
nions of the old Manichees, reviv'd by ſome hot 
Anabaptiſts of late, that *tis unlawful in any caſe 
co puniſh Chriſtians with Death; yet the Jus vi- 
te & Necis, The Power of Life and Death, which 
the Patriarchs of old wanted not, Soveraign 
Princes have by the Law ot Nature juſtly chal- 
leng'd and exercis'd : and may lay further 
claim to it by the Poſitive Law of God, ſince 
*rwas one of the ſeven Precepts to Noah, That 
whoever ſheds Man's Blood, by Man ſhall his Blood Sen. . 6. 
be ſhed. 

Hor has our holy Religion or its bleſſed Au- 
thor Jeſus any ways clip'd the natural Rightof 
Kings, but has in chis very particular us 
it, when he that was Truth it ſelf did ſay, All vaith. 26. 52; 
they that take the S'word, i.e. without lawful Com- 
miſſion, ſhall periſh by the Sword. WO 

Much more I could fetch from Scripture, but | 
I ſuppoſe this ſufficient to juſtifie the Soveraign 
Princes claim to the Jus Gladii, the Power of 
the Sword, which is more neceffary for us Sub-= 
jets tro know in order to our patient fubmit- 


_ ring to it, than to enquire after his Duty in the 


exerciſe of this Power ;. whereof we need not
